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HUNDREDS JOIN 
SEARCH FOR JIM 


Police helicopters join hunt for missing 70-year-old man

HUNDREDS of residents have 
come together to help police and 
firefighters search for an elderly 
man reported missing from Ep¬ 
som. 

James Middleton, known 
as Jim, was last seen at mid¬ 
day on Sunday, July 2, when he 
went out on his mobility scoot¬ 
er heading towards the Stew 
Ponds and Christ Church Road 
area. 

But the 70-year-old has not yet 
returned home or been found, 
despite police helicopters being 
scrambled and officers scouring 
the area. 

Debbie Middleton set up a 
Facebook page, Find James Mid¬ 
dleton, which now has more than 
1,000 members. 

She wrote: “He went out on 
his blue mobility scooter on 
to Epsom Common and may 
have been headed towards 
Ashtead. 

“He is known to enjoy rides to¬ 


wards Ashtead station, the Stew 
Ponds and Christ Church. 

“Please post any updates here 
that may be useful to people out 
searching.” 

Since the group was creat¬ 
ed, dozens of Epsom residents 
have pledged support - offering 
to look for Jim, pin up flyers 
around the borough, and shar¬ 
ing messages of support - while 
others have reported possible 
sightings. 

Beth Gretton-Barlow wrote: 
“I’ve printed out a few posters 
this morning and they are now 
up in Ashtead. 

“Hope he’s found soon!” 

Lisa Jessett McCool, who 
changed her Facebook profile 
photo to a picture of Jim’s face, 
wrote: “Tonight, three of us cov¬ 
ered an area of the common over 
by the Star. Leaflets left at the 
Star/BP/Shy Horse. 

“Spoke to a few people who 
hadn’t heard about it, but sadly 
to no avail.” 

Matthew David Pattinson also 
offered to help: “Where have peo¬ 
ple not searched? 

“I’m going out on a bike in a 
min.” 



Andy Cox wrote: “Great effort 
by everyone. What a community 
we have here. He will be found.” 

Groups of volunteers met in 
the Wells Centre car park to 
search for Jim on Wednesday 
night. 

Firefighters from Banstead 
and Epsom fire stations joined 
the search on Tuesday night, us¬ 
ing thermal imaging lights from 
off-road vehicles to look for him 
in the dark. 

A helicopter crew from the Na¬ 
tional Police Air Service (NPAS) 
and a unit from Surrey Search 
and Rescue had also scrambled 
at the weekend. 

Jim is described as white, five 
feet six inches tall, of large build, 
and with brown greying hair. He 
was last seen wearing a body 
warmer, dark grey shorts, blue 
trainers, white socks and was 
riding his four-wheeled, light 
blue mobility scooter.

pain. This could be a bag of peas 
or ice wrapped in a cloth, or a cold 
compress if you have one. 

Do not leave it on for more than 
ten minutes. 

If the injury is painful then help 
them to lie down and raise the area 
above their heart, if possible, to help 
slow the flow of blood to the area 
and so reduce the swelling. 

If a bump or bruise becomes very 
swollen or very painful, then you 
should tell them to see a healthcare 
professional for advice.

Multi-billion pound takeover of 
largest employer is completed

THE multi-billion pound takeover 
of Epsom’s largest employer has 
been completed. 

WS Atkins, an engineering con¬ 
sultancy in Ashley Road, agreed to 
the acquisition by rival Canadian 
firm SNC-Lavalin earlier this year. 

On Monday SNC-Lavalin an¬ 
nounced the completion of the 
acquisition, which it expects to de¬ 
liver £90million of savings in oper¬ 
ating costs by the end of the first 
full financial year. 

Atkins has 18,000 employees 
and last year its revenues totalled 
about £20billion. 

After the Ashley Road-based 
consultants accepted the £2.1bil- 
lion takeover in April, an SNC-Lav¬ 
alin spokesman said the company 
expected Atkins’ employees to be 
“a key factor in maximising op¬ 
portunities”. 

The spokesman added the acqui¬ 
sition would not result in worse 
pay and conditions for Atkins 
management and employees, and 
that existing contractual and stat¬ 
utory employment rights would be 
“fully observed”. 

The acquisition means the com¬ 
pany’s physicist Uwe Krueger will 
give up his role as chief executive. 


Heath Drewett, president of At¬ 
kins, and now chief financial of¬ 
ficer of the merged company, said: 
“Joining SNC-Lavalin will provide 
us with the ability to offer our cli¬ 
ents and employees the enhanced 
scale, capabilities, expertise and 
other benefits that come with be¬ 
ing part of a larger and stronger 
global company. 

“At the same time, we look for¬ 
ward to bringing our own unique 
project management, design, con¬ 
sulting and engineering capabili¬ 
ties to SNC-Lavalin’s clients.” 

Neil Bruce, presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the 
Canadian engineer¬ 
ing and construction 
group said: “We are 
now a true global play¬ 
er that is in a stronger 
position to offer cli¬ 
ents complementary 
and a wider breadth of 
expertise, capabilities 
and services. 

“We are thrilled to 
welcome the employ¬ 
ees of Atkins and the 
tremendous talent 
they bring. 

“Together, we will 
become a larger global 
organization that will 
open the door to fur¬ 
ther growth and devel¬ 
opment.”

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Concerned you might have skin cancer? ABI JACKSON popped into a high street chemist to get a check up 


Get your mole checked on the high street

THERE are numerous health 
checks and consultations 
you can get done on the high 
street these days. 

For example, Boots UK of¬ 
fers a mole-scanning service, 
so you can literally get any 
moles or markings you’re 
unsure about checked while 
topping up on shower gel and 
toothpaste. 

The basics 

The service is available in 50 
Boots pharmacies across the 
UK. You need to be 18 or over, 
and can book an appoint¬ 
ment online, or just pop in 
and ask if they can fit you in. 

It costs £35 for the first 
mole/lesion you want 
scanned, £15 for each addi¬ 
tional one, and you can get 
up to four checked in a single 
consultation. 

There are some moles they 
won’t check, such as ones 
on your genitals, covered in 
hair or bleeding. 

What consultations entail 
Consultations take place in 
a private room, with a mem¬ 
ber of the Boots Healthcare 
team. 

They’re not dermatolo¬ 
gists or skin cancer special¬ 
ists, so they won’t be able to 
tell you anything about your 
moles. 


But they are trained to use 
the scanning equipment and 
talk you through the process. 

After a brief chat, you’ll 
be asked to fill out a consent 
form and questionnaire , 


with details such as family 
history of skin cancer and 
whether you’ve been sun¬ 
burned in the past. 

You’ll need to expose the 
area of skin where the mole 


or lesion is, then the consult¬ 
ant will take images with the 
scanning device, which is 
placed against the skin and 
emits light 2mm below the 
surface. 


It’s totally painless and 
very quick. 

What happens next 
Boots send the images to der¬ 
matologists at ScreenCance- 
rUK. They check for signs 
of cancer and put together a 
report based on your images. 

This will be sent to you 
within one to two weeks. 

If the scan has detected 
anything to suggest your 
mole might be malignant, 
a ScreenCancer nurse will 
contact you to discuss the 
next steps. 

You’d then need to fol¬ 
low-up with your own GP; 
the Boots service doesn’t re¬ 
fer you for further tests or 
treatment. 

Why would I get my moles 
checked? 

Skin cancer rates have been 
rising with malignant mela¬ 
noma, the most serious form 
of the disease, soaring by 119 
per cent since the early 90s. 

And although around half 
of malignant melanomas 
are currently diagnosed in 
over-65s, data suggests more 
people than ever are getting 
serious skin cancer at a 
younger age. 

Unlike more common 
skin cancers, like basal cell 
carcinomas, malignant mel¬ 


anoma can spread to other 
organs, and kills around 
2,000 people in the UK each 
year - but the good news is, 
the cancer can be cut away if 
it’s caught early. 

Slapping on the SPF is 
vital, but keeping an eye 
out for early warning signs, 
such as a mole that changes 
shape or starts oozing, or 
stubborn ulcers and scabby 
patches that won’t heal, is 
also a big part of it. 

Are you familiar with 
the ABODE rule? Five key 
things to look out for when 
checking moles: asymmetry 
(healthy moles tend to be 
symmetrical); border (are 
the edges uneven or irreg¬ 
ular?); colour (does it look 
like it’s not a uniform col¬ 
our throughout?); diameter 
(is it bigger than your other 
moles, or growing?); evolv¬ 
ing (is it changing, getting 
darker, itchy, oozing?). 

Of course, you can always 
go straight to your GP if 
you’re concerned about any 
moles or lesions, and ask for 
a referral to a dermatologist 
if you are worried.

THE latest roads in Epsom 
and Ewell to have street lights 
turned out between midnight 
and 5am has been announced 
by the county council. 

The list of 66 roads across 
the borough has been pub¬ 
lished on the council’s web¬ 
site, with a switch-off date 
confirmed for July 26. 

Surrey County Council 
voted to turn off 44,000 of the 
county’s 89,000 street lights 
to save an estimated £210,000 
per year. 

In May, the Conservative 
cabinet approved a paper 
allowing the county’s 11 bor¬ 
ough and district councils to 
request lights in their area 
are excluded from the part- 
night lighting scheme. 

But they would have to foot 
the energy bill and cough up 
for any increases in carbon 
tax. 

The latest announcement 
comes nearly a month after 
it emerged thefts from motor 
vehicles had ‘quadrupled’ 
since Epsom and Ewell was

plunged into early-hours 
darkness in from February. 

In the four months after 
the switch-off there were 195 
reported thefts from motor 
vehicles in the borough, over 
four times greater than the 48 
recorded in the same period 
last year, according to figures 
obtained by Neighbourhood 
Police Inspector Jackie El¬ 
kins. 

Councillor for Ewell Court, 
Auriol and Cuddington Eber 
Kington said residents had 
repeatedly raised the switch- 
off as a “major concern”. 
He described the figures as 
“shocking”. 


Inspector Elkins urged res¬ 
idents to report thefts from 
vehicles, and in an email to 
Cllr Kington, wrote: “Vehicle 
crime is one of my team’s pri¬ 
orities due to the volume, but 
without specific times, days 
or locations, and the fact that 
it’s spread across the bor¬ 
ough, it’s difficult to target.” 

Cllr Kington’s described 
the Tory cabinet’s devolution 
of control over part-night 
street lighting as “an abdica¬ 
tion of their duty and respon¬ 
sibility to keep people safe”. 

He added: “We’re reaping 
the results of a bad policy” 

Explaining the initial de¬ 
cision to turn the lights off, 
a county council spokesman 
said in December: “Due to 
the ever-increasing demand 
for our services coupled with 
a reduction in government 
funding, we will be switching 
off streetlights in quiet are¬ 
as with low amounts of traf¬ 
fic in the early hours of the 
morning.” 

The government has cut 
grants to the county council 
by £170million since 2010.

'Council position worsens’

THE county council is set to blow its 
budget by £24million this year as it 
tries to offset years of sustained gov¬ 
ernment cuts, finance officers have 
reported. 

As of May 31, the council had yet to 
identify £9million of the £104million 
worth of cuts it needs to make this 
year, and an extra £7million worth of 
savings was considered unachievable, 
the Conservative cabinet heard last 
week. 

Surrey County Council’s children 
services department is on course to 
blow its budget by £12.1million, officers 
wrote in the finance and budget moni¬ 
toring report placed before department 
heads. 

The government has cut the coun¬ 
cil’s annual grant by £170million since 
2010, while demand for adult social 
care, learning disabilities and chil¬ 
dren’s services is increasing. 

In March, the Tory-led council ap¬ 
proved £72million worth of cuts to 
frontline services in an attempt to bal¬ 
ance its budget. Last week, the cabinet 
heard that £30million worth of cuts 
have been made so far this year. 

Council leader David Hodge de¬ 
scribed the £30million worth of sav¬ 
ings achieved in the first two months 
of the financial year as “good”, while 
cabinet members reiterated that the 
council faced “tough” challenges to 
meet its targets. 

But councillor Hazel Watson, leader 
of the Liberal Democrats on Surrey 
County Council said the forecasted

overspend was due to the Tory cabinet 
setting “unrealistic” targets and the 
council failing to negotiate extra fund¬ 
ing from the Conservative government. 

She also argued that the Tory gov¬ 
ernment’s payment of filbillion to the 
Northern Irish Democratic Unionist 
Party (DUP) to help prop up Theresa 
May’s minority government last week 
was “proof that the government can 
provide extra funding when it wants 
to and therefore could help to alleviate 
the financial crisis in Surrey - but has 
chosen not to do so”. 

She added: “Unless the government 
steps in with extra funding, Surrey 
County Council will find itself in a 
worsening financial position each 
year. I am calling for the government to 
recognise that reality and provide the 
funding that Surrey and other local au¬ 
thorities so desperately need.” 

At a cabinet meeting on June 27, 
Council Leader David Hodge said: “In 
February the council set its budget for 
2017/18 in the face of significantly ris¬ 


ing demand pressures - particularly in 
adult and children’s social; care servic¬ 
es - falling government funding and 
continuing restraint on our ability to 
raise funds locally. 

“To balance the budget, the council 
had to make plays to deliver an unprec¬ 
edented £104million worth of savings.” 

Claire Curran, cabinet member for 
children, said an increasing need for 
children’s services - including from an 
unspecified number of “unaccompa¬ 
nied asylum-seeking children”. 

“It is sad that in today’s society we 
do see many more children who are 
suffering abuse and neglect,” she said. 

“At the same time we are seeing a 
very significant increase in the num¬ 
ber of children who have special educa¬ 
tional needs or disabilities and require 
our daily support.” 

Cllr Curran added: “There is quite 
a significant shortfall between the 
money it costs us in helping these 
very needy young people and that the 
government does give us to meet their 
needs.” 

Mike Goodman said it was “re¬ 
grettable” that the council last week 
launched a consultation on scrapping 
four recycling centres in an attempt to 
find savings. 

“We know how much our residents 
value the service,” he said. 

“(But) we do have a very challenging 
target. 

“It’s really tough for the service this 
year, and there are no easy ways of sav¬ 
ing the money.” 

Colin Kemp added that his highways 
and transport department was on track 
to reach its target for budget cuts, and 
that officers had identified a possible 
£500,000 worth of savings.

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Fine for teething beads 


Surrey Heartlands awarded share of £44million 

£ 1.78m awarded to 
help fight diabetes 


A businesswoman who sold 
teething products for babies 
which posed a choking risk 
has been ordered to pay more 
than £1,000 in fines and costs. 

Kathryn Overington, from 
Tadorne Road, Tadworth, 
was fined £500 and ordered 
to pay costs of £600 after ad¬ 
mitting three breaches of 
product safety regulations at 
Guildford Magistrates’ Court 

The 29-year-old sold amber 
bracelets with individual 
beads that could have come 
caught in a child’s throat 
through her online business, 
It’s Handmade in Send. 

The beads were also easily 
detachable from the string 
and were too brittle, split¬ 
ting apart into smaller sharp 
pieces when struck against 
a hard surface, officers from 
Buckinghamshire and Sur¬ 
rey Trading Standards found. 

She also sold wooden teeth¬ 
ing clips and wooden teeth¬ 
ing rattles which failed a

product safety requirement 
that items intended for teeth¬ 
ing should be smooth and 
avoid awkward shapes. The 
bracelets’ and rattles’ edges 
could have injured infants 
chewing or sucking on the, 
tests showed. 

Following a complaint, 
trading standards launched 
an investigation and urged 
Overington to issue a product 
recall notice against all three 
products, which was made in 
January. 

Overington was fined £200 
for the safety breach relating 
to amber teething bracelets, 
and £150 for each of the of¬ 
fences relating to the wooden 
teethers - a total of £500. 

She was also ordered to pay 
£600 in prosecution costs and 
a victim surcharge of £30. 

Denise Turner-Stewart, 
Surrey County Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Com¬ 
munities, said: “These prod¬ 
ucts were sold as teethers 
for young children but could 
have been very dangerous 
and I’m pleased this retailer 
has been brought to justice 
for plying a trade in them. 

“We would urge parents to 
be on their guard against sim¬ 
ilar teething products and 
to contact trading standards 
if they have any concerns 
about items they have seen 
on sale or already bought.”

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HOSPITALS and GPs in Ep¬ 
som, Carshalton, and Chert- 
sey will receive £1.78million 
over the next two years to 
help fight diabetes.

The money is to be used 
for improving treatment and 
care for adults and children 
diagnosed with Type 1 or 
Type 2 diabetes, conditions 
which kill 22,000 people a 
year Surrey Heartlands stat¬ 
ed. 

It will be shared out be¬ 
tween the Guildford and 
Waverley, North West Sur¬ 
rey, and Surrey Downs Clin¬ 
ical Commissioning Groups 
(CCGs). 

The four CCGs will be 
spending the money to help 
patients in three key ways.

First, by improving three 
treatment targets to help pa¬ 
tients better manage their 
cholesterol, Body Mass Index 
and blood glucose levels. 

Second, by developing 
structured education to pro¬ 
vide patients with a better 
understanding of their con¬ 
dition to manage it better 
through means such as life¬ 
style changes 

And third by providing spe¬ 
cialist nurses at Ashford & St 
Peter’s, Epsom and the Royal 
Surrey hospitals as well as in 
collaboration with GP prac¬ 
tices. They will deliver pa¬ 
tient screening for diabetes 


in A&E as well as improving 
the capacity of GP practices 
to deal with diabetes patients 

Dr Claire Fuller, a local GP 
and the senior responsible 
officer at Surrey Heartlands, 
said: “Surrey Heartlands is 
delighted to have been award¬ 
ed a significant share of this 
extra funding from NHS Eng¬ 
land, which will allow us to 
improve care and outcomes 
for our diabetic patients on 
these three fronts.

Tributes to cycling enthusiast 


A retired policeman and keen 
cyclist who encouraged others 
to take part in Sunday rides 
has died after crashing into a 
parked lorry in Epsom. 

Dave Brentnall, 71, died at 
St George’ Hospital in Tooting 
after the crash near Claren¬ 
don Park on Monday after¬ 
noon. 

Paramedics from the Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex Air Am¬ 
bulance were called to the 
junction of Oakwell Avenue 
and Horton Lane, Epsom, at 
1.30pm and airlifted Mr Brent¬ 
nall to St George’s Hospital in 
Tooting. 

But the Kingston Phoenix 
Road Club (KPRC) member 
died from his injuries in hos¬ 
pital, the club stated. 

Mr Brentnall was part of 
the Surrey Roads Cycling 
Club in the 1960s and won tan¬ 
dem open events in 1968 and 
1969, the club said. 

He joined the Kingston club 
after retiring and would join 
them once a week at Cran- 


leigh for a bike ride. 

Dave loved long rides and 
remained a fast rider who 
would often cycle up to 70 
miles in a day right up until 
his 70th birthday. 

Mr Brentnall led the club’s 
Sunday runs for five years and 
encouraged many members to 
take part. 

A hip operation meant he 
found it harder to cycle, but he 
still enjoyed cycling around 
the county, a spokesman add¬ 
ed. 

“Dave has been in the club 
for a long while and kept 
the Sunday rides going sin¬ 
gle-handedly until his hip op¬ 
eration,” Jake Dodd wrote on 
the club’s website. 

“We will miss him.”

Strikes averted after

bin workers reach deal 
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STRIKE action has been averted 
after a union representing bin 
men reached a deal with their 
council bosses. 

Recycling and refuse collectors 
in Reigate and Banstead had vot¬ 
ed to strike last week after claim¬ 
ing changes to their contract 
would result in them working 
more days in the year for less pay. 

They had threatened to go on 
weekly strikes lasting between 
two and four days, but their un¬ 
ion representatives today an¬ 
nounced an agreement with the 
council reverting back to origi¬ 
nal staff contracts. 

The council’s senior manager 
also issued a full apology to GMB 
members, a union spokesman 
added. Whether an apology was 
issued has not been verified by 
Reigate and Banstead Borough 
Council. 

The union and the council 
had struck an agreement with 
arbitrators at AC AS whereby 
the council would not vary staff 
contracts and bring staff pay 
in line with market rates, and 


staff would accept a three-year 
pay and progression freeze. 
This agreement took effect from 
March 31. 

GMB Southern today voted to 
call off the strike - five days after 
97.7 per cent of its members bal¬ 
loted in favour of the industrial 
action. 

Paul Grafton, GMB south east 
organiser, today said: “It has tak¬ 
en some considerable time and 
extensive negotiations to ensure 
our members best interests are 
looked after. GMB representa¬ 
tives met with the Council on 
Wednesday and thrashed out a 
deal after six hours. GMB mem¬ 
bers were balloted this morning 
on the offer and are very happy to 
have the correct terms and condi¬ 
tions back in place. 

“On top of the contract of em¬ 
ployment retraction senior man¬ 
agement apologised in writing 
for ‘all the confusion or upset 
caused to you.’ 

“GMB are happy to see that 
Reigate and Banstead finally 
saw some sense and averted the 
completely unnecessary threat 
of strike action brought on by 
themselves.” 

Yesterday, Reigate and Ban¬ 
stead Borough Council’s head of 


recycling and cleansing, Frank 
Etheridge, said: “The GMB be¬ 
lieved the ACAS decision had 
been breached but today agreed 
to hold further discussions with 
its members over the next few 
days. 

“We hope this will resolve the 
matter and await the outcome of 
those discussions. 

“Our priority remains our 
residents and maintaining a full 
refuse and recycling collection 
service.” 

A council spokesperson said: 
“Following a pre-planned dis¬ 
cussion between RBBC and the 
GMB on June 27, GMB agreed 
to abide by an existing and le¬ 
gally-binding ACAS arbitration 
decision. In doing so the GMB 
accepted previously agreed and 
implemented changes to refuse 
and recycling staff’s terms and 
conditions. 

“RBBC has issued a statement 
to affected staff apologising for 
any confusion or upset caused 
to them by the negotiations be¬ 
tween the council and the GMB. 

“RBBC regards this matter as 
closed and looks forward to fu¬ 
ture positive working relation¬ 
ships with its refuse and recy¬ 
cling crews and the GMB.” 


Anger as leaking pipe flooding for weeks 


CHILDREN have been walking 
through gardens and garages on 
the way to school to avoid the wa¬ 
ter after a leaking pipe flooded a 
footpath. 

There has been a pool of water, 
several inches deep, in the path 
running alongside Peter Collins’ 
house in Albert Road, Epsom for 
more than a week. 

But despite reporting it to 
Thames Water on Monday, June 
19, and despite engineering tech¬ 


nicians being sent to inspect it, 
the 10-foot puddle is still there. 

A Thames Water spokesman 
said it would normally be the 
property owner’s responsibili¬ 
ty to fix it, but the company has 
now offered to repair the leak. 

“Kids are going to school 
through this,” the 75-year-old, 
former oil fitter said. 

“Sometimes we have to let 
them through our back garden 
and through our garage on the 


way to school.” 

A Thames Water spokesman 
said: “We sent a team of engi¬ 
neers to investigate reports of a 
leak on Albert Road, and found it 
originated from a pipe on a pri¬ 
vate property. 

“It’s normally the responsibil¬ 
ity of the property’s owner to re¬ 
pair a leak such as this, but we’ve 
offered to repair it ourselves free 
of charge, as a gesture of good¬ 
will.”

Facing up to the problems as wealth gap grows 


Zero-hours contracts are bad 
for your health. And, you’re at a 
higher risk of suffering mental 
health issues. No surprises in 
this latest survey, but no answers 
either. 

That people with less money 
generally suffer more health 
problems than those with plenty 
of cash isn’t surprising. 

Children who grow up in 
poorer sections of society will, on 
average, die younger, suffer more 
abuse, develop more addictions, 
get arrested more, have a worse 
education, have worse teeth - I 
could go on and on. 

That this is the case isn’t 
revealing in the least, so for the 
Centre for Longitudinal Studies to 
discover workers on zero-hours 
contracts are unhealthier than 
those with what they call ‘stable’ 
jobs achieves nothing.

Anyone can conduct as many 
studies as they like but they 
can’t get away from the fact, on 
average, people with more wealth 
will lead better, healthier lives. 

The neat trick, of course, not 
just in this country but around the 
world, would be to come up with 
an idea that allows for a better, 
more equal, distribution of wealth. 

In this regard, it could be 
claimed mankind has already 
taken great strides over the 
centuries, although depending on 
your political point of view, others 
will argue, given our technological 
advances, we’re nowhere near 


where we should be in the 21st 
Century. 

This latest survey, looking at the 
links between work and health, 
claims to have taken into account 
a whole host of background 
factors such as gender, ethnicity, 
social class, prior mental health, 
frequency of exercise and weight 
and even sleep duration. All, I’m 
sure relevant, but you can’t get 
away from the fact it all comes 
back to the circumstances you 
are born into and the wealth you 
accumulate. 

We’ll never discover solutions 
unless we’re prepared to face the 
real problem, we will always be 
fiddling with side issues. 

I saw a perfect example just 
yesterday as I walked to work at 
8am. A group of alcoholic drug 
users, who I see regularly, were 
wasted as usual but they were 


spread around on the grass 
area by my office. It was only 
when I realised the bench they 
usually congregate on had been 
ripped up and removed I realised 
the reason for their change of 
location. 

Clearly the authorities had 
received complaints about their 
behaviour and had decided the 
answer was to remove the bench 
they normally sit on - problem 
solved.

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Officers in vote of no confidence over £10m hit 

Fire budget cuts

SURREY firefighters have passed a vote of 
no confidence in the county council over 
fears fire stations could be cut and jobs 
lost after £10million worth of budget cuts. 

Fire Brigade Union (FBU) members 
from across the county warned further 
cuts would lead to “avoidable deaths”. 

The union has demanded Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council either relinquish control of 
the county’s fire service, or give them a 
“workable budget”, a spokesman told the 
Epsom Guardian. 

Surrey Fire and Rescue stated that 
residents’ safety was “paramount” in its 
decisions, but was facing “huge financial 
pressures”. 

Full-time firefighter posts have already 
been cut by 126 since 2010, and the union 
believes there will be just 117 full-time 
firefighters responding to emergencies 
around the county by 2022 - a 69 per cent 
drop in firefighter posts in 12 years. 

The government has cut the council’s 
annual grant by £170million since 2010, 
while demand for adult social care, learn¬ 
ing disabilities and children’s services is 
increasing. The number of Fire Protec¬ 
tion Audits has plummeted by two-thirds 
because of staff shortages in the last sev¬ 
en years, the union claim, and the number 
of firefighters in a crew has been reduced 
from five to four. 

Richard Jones, secretary of the FBU in 
the south east, said: “These budget cuts 
are completely unacceptable and show, 
once again, how little regard the fire au-

thority has for the safety of the public. 

“If these cuts go ahead, Surrey Fire and 
Rescue Service will no longer be able to 
perform its duty effectively” 

A Surrey Fire and Rescue Service 
spokesman said: “The safety of Surrey 
residents is paramount in all decisions 
that are made and, despite the huge finan¬ 
cial pressures we face due to the rising 
need for services such as social care for 
children and adults and school places, 
we’re confident we’ll still be able to pro¬ 
vide an effective and efficient fire and 
rescue service to keep them safe. The 
demands on the fire service are changing 
and we’re being called to about half the 
number of fires we were a decade ago. 
Our focus is on making the best use of 
our resources to put the service on a solid 
financial footing as well as equipping our 
firefighters for the 21st century” 

In the first parliamentary test of Prime 
Minister Theresa May’s minority gov¬ 
ernment on June 28, Conservative MPs, 
backed by the DUP, defeated a Labour 
push to end a public sector pay freeze, 
which included the freeze on firefighters’ 
salaries.

Even among Marvel’s roster 
of superheroes, Spider-Man 
is the stand-out that people 
recognise and love. But he 
has not been part of the 
famed Marvel Cinematic 
Universe until now - and it 
has been worth the wait. 
After a soft (and rapturously 
received) intro in the shared 
universe in last year’s 
Captain America: Civil War, 
the webslinger gets a solo 
outing starring Kingston- 
born and Wimbledon- 
schooled Tom Holland as 
Peter Parker/Spider-Man. 
The action takes place a few 
weeks after the events of 
Civil War and kicks off with 


a hilarious mobile phone 
footage montage which 
gives the Peter Parker/ 
Spider-Man’s-eye view of his 
part in the action. 

It’s a start that sets the tone 
for what is without doubt the 
funniest Marvel movie so far... 
at least until we see Taika 
Waititi’s Thor: Ragnarok. 

But after the highs of 
hanging with the Avengers 
and being taken under the 
wing of Tony Stark/Iron Man, 
Parker finds himself a loser 
back at high school and 
frustrated at having to use his 
superpowers for helping lost 
old ladies with directions. 

But soon he finds himself 


up against a bigger foe when 
he stumbles across bad guys 
- led by Michael Keaton’s 
Adrian Toomes - making and 
trading weapons from alien 
tech. 

As the title suggests, the 
Spider-Man is set against a 
high school backdrop with 
Holland, now 21, playing 
Parker as a 15-year-old 
misfit. 

This contrasts with the 
other, older Spider-men we 
have been used to since 
2002 (Toby Maguire was 27 
and Andrew Garfield 26 
when they first pulled on the 
lycra) and it’s a refreshing 
change. 


Holland is perfect as the 
awkward teenager finding his 
feet as a superhero conflicted 
and shows great range in a 
role that requires him to swing 
between comedy, acrobatic 
action and something more 
emotional. 

He has great support, 
especially from Jacob Batalon 
as Parker’s even more geeky 
and permanently hilarious 
best mate Ned, and Keaton’s 
villain Adrian Toomes/Vulture. 
Keaton’s bad guy in 
particular comes with 
relatable motivations but 
that kind of edgy intensity 
that only Keaton can do. 

He’s been an iconic Batman, 


a stand-out Birdman and 
now he’s a top class Vulture. 
Fans may have been 
concerned the trailers for 
Spider-Man: Homecoming 
featured rather a lot or 
Robert Downey Jnr’s Tony 
Stark/Iron Man and, yes, his 
star power is generously 
sprinkled but in the finished 
movie we get just the right 
amount, plus a dusting of 
other Marvel references and 
cameos to keep franchise 
fans happy. 

Tightly scripted, 
Homecoming zips along 
with snappy dialogue and 
a rug-pull two-thirds of the 
way through that is so well

INGREDIENTS 

For the cheesecake: 360g light 
Philadelphia cream cheese, 200ml 
fromage frais 

300ml creme fraiche 

lOOg + 50g white caster sugar 

3 medium eggs separated 

2tbs cornflour 

Itsp vanilla 

Zest of 1 lemon 

1 large ready-made sponge flan 
case, 2 tbs Amaretto liqueur (option) 
For the strawberries and 
sauce: 800g strawberries, 2 tbs sug¬ 
ar, 4 tbs apple juice, juice of 1 lemon, 
1.5 tsp cornstarch 
Equipment: 

23cm springform baking tin 
This recipe was devised with 
'strawberries and cream' in mind. 
We avoided the richness of a New 
York-style cheesecake - too dense 
and rich for strawberries. A no-cook 
cheesecake would not have the ro¬ 
bustness of a cooked cheesecake. A 
no-cook version using gelatin would 
not have the right texture - a bit too 
mousse-like. This recipe is perfect. 
METHOD 

1. Preheat the oven. 140C, Gas 
1. Put a roasting tin in the oven on a 
lower shelf and boil the kettle. 

2. Prepare the baking tin. Re¬ 
move the base of the tin and use it 
to cut a circle from the flan case. Re¬ 
assemble the tin and butter the base 
and sides. Put the tart base in the tin 
and brush with the Amaretto, if using. 
Put to one side. 

3. Make the filling. Put the sugar 
in a large mixing bowl. Add the corn¬ 
flour and whisk together. Add the 
egg yolks and blend on high-speed 
until light and fluffy. Add the cream 
cheese and beat until soft and light. 
Add the vanilla, lemon zest, fromage 
frais and the creme fraiche and beat 
until smooth and creamy. Set aside. 

4. Beat the egg whites. In a 


separate bowl beat the egg whites 
to a soft peak stage then add 50g 
sugar and continue to beat until stiff 
white peaks. Fold into the cheese and 
cream mixture. 

5. Bake the cheese cake. 

Add the filling to the baking tin and 
smooth the surface. Put in the oven 
and fill the baking tray a quarter full 
with boiling water. Bake for 50 - 70 
mins. Check the cheese cake after 
50 mins - there should still be a slight 
wobble to the centre when it is done. 
Leave in the oven with the heat off 
and the door ajar. Refrigerate for at 
least 2 hours or preferably overnight. 

6. Make the strawberry sauce. 
Wash and husk 600g of strawberries. 
Put the strawberries in a sauce pan 
and add the remaining ingredients. 
Simmer for 30 minutes. Blend the 
sauce using a blending stick or blend¬ 
er (cool the sauce first). Pour off a 
small amount of the sauce in a short 
glass. Allow to cool, add the cornflour 
and stir to blend. Add the sauce and 
whisk until blended. Return to a sim¬ 
mer and cook for 5 minutes, stirring 
continuously. Let cool. Refrigerate. 

7. Assemble the cheesecake. 
Wash and husk the remaining straws 
berries and cut in half. Pour some of 
the sauce over the cheesecake and 
arrange the cut strawberries on top. 

Tips: There are two main reasons 
a cheese cake will crack: tempera¬ 
ture changes and overcooking. To 
avoid rapid temperature changes, do 
not change the heat on the oven and 
do not remove the cheesecake from 
the oven when done. After the oven 
is turned off, keep the cheesecake in 
the oven with the door ajar for half 
an hour - or more - to cool very slow¬ 
ly. There is a tendency to overbake 
cheesecakes, which causes tensions 
in the delicate custard. It's normal for 
the centre to have a slight wobble.

BACKGROUND: With 14 million 
cars sold to date, the Volkswagen Polo 
model line is one of the most successful 
in supermini history. This MK6 version 
is larger than before, better equipped 
and more personalisable. Features like 
a digital instrument panel and a whole 
raft of camera-driven safety kit also 
borrow much from the class above. 
DRIVING EXPERIENCE: Why 
would you buy a Volkswagen Polo? You 
wouldn't buy it on price, because there 
are many rival superminis that cost 
less. Many of these cars will have more 
equipment inside them. Some will even 
be nicer to drive. That much-vaunted 
Volkswagen build quality is, statistically 
at least, something that the Japanese 
and Koreans covered off some time 
ago. So what's the appeal? 

It's simple. The Polo is all about 
understated refinement or, to put it 
another way, conspicuously not trying 
too hard to impress. 

Now this is a very hard trick to carry 
off. Try too hard and this Volkswagen 
loses its cool. Don't try hard enough 
and the car looks like a complacent 
trinket for posers, which is possibly even 
less desirable. 

So with this latest sixth generation 
Polo, the Wolfsburg brand is looking to 
land it square in that profitable sweet 
spot. 

DESIGN: The oily bits under the 
bonnet have come in for some attention 
with this sixth-generation car. Petrol 
options are two three-cylinder 1.0-litre 


MPI units with 65 or 75PS, two 1.0-litre 
three-cylinder TSI engines with 95 or 
115PS and a 1.5-litre TSI EVO engine 
with cylinder deactivation (ACT), with 
power at 150PS. At the top of the 
range, there's a 200PS 2.0-litre TSI 
turbo unit for the GTI variant. Should 
you prefer to go diesel, there are now 
two four cylinder 1.6-litre TDI engines, 
with either 80 or 95PS. DSG automatic 
transmission is optional across the 
range. Britain doesn't get the 1.0 TGI 
natural gas engine offered in Europe. 

More important is the news that 
this MK6 model is the first Volkswagen 
supermini to be based on the group's 
light, stiff, sophisticated MQB Modular 
Transverse Matrix chassis, the one fitted 
to the larger Golf hatch since 2013. 

That's resulted in a stiffer body 
that should reduce body roll, at the 
same time as allowing the chassis to 
be set up in such a way that the Polo's 
traditionally excellent standards of ride 
quality can be further improved. 
MARKET AND MODEL So low key 
is the Polo's styling that the changes 
made to this MK6 model may be lost 
on some customers. Perhaps more 
obvious though, is this sixth generation 
design's larger size. 

It's now only slightly shorter than 
a MK4 Golf used to be and, thanks 
to a longer wheelbase than that car, 
significantly larger inside. To be specific, 
this MK6 Polo is 81mm longer than 
its predecessor, making it now over 
4m long. It's now also slightly lower in 



stance and 69mm wider. Volkswagen 
thinks that the resulting stretched 
silhouette is 'more masculine', you 
decide. 

In profile, the new styling is defined 
by an arrow-shaped 'tornado' double 
line, while at the front, there's a 
smarter grille flanked by headlamps 
that can be optionally ordered with 
full-LED beams. 

Inside, the vertically-orientated 
dashboard of the previous model 
has been replaced with horizontal 
architecture and a higher placement 
for the new centre-dash infotainment 
screen; this monitor varies in size 


between 6.5 and 8-inches, depending 

on the variant you 

select. 

An upper cross-panel flows across 
the dash into the doors and can be 
colour-personalised to suit your taste. 
As an option, buyers can replace the 
usual dash dials with Volkswagen's 
'Active Info Display' TFT virtual screen 
gauges. 

COST: Many potential Polo customers 
perceive this to be a more expensive 
supermini than it actually is. Expect 
prices to start at around £13,000 and 
rise up to just over £22,000 - about par 
for the small car sector in other words. 


Volkswagen hopes though, that 
equipment levels are anything but par 
for the segment. 'Big car' features now 
available in this model include full-LED 
headlights, active damping, a wireless 
charging mat for smartphones and 
one of the largest panoramic glass 
sunroofs in the class. 

Plus you can add in the brand's 
'Active Info Display' to replace 
the conventional dashboard dials. 
Infotainment screens vary in size from 
6.5 to 8-inches. 

Camera-driven safely standards tak 
a big step forward. Every model comes 
equipped with autonomous braking 


- a combination of the brand's 'Front 
Assist', City Emergency Braking' and 
'Pedestrian Monitoring' systems. 

Buyers can also add in Blind Spot 
Monitoring, 'ACC' 'Adaptive Cruise 
Control' and a 'Rear Traffic Alert' 
feature that'll warn you of oncoming 
traffic when you're reversing out of a 
space. 

You may well have steered into 
that space using the optional 'Park 
Assist' system which now includes 
a 'manoeuvring function' that'll 
automatically brake the car if you're 
about to hit a solid object. No more 
bollard scrapes then.
